FLAMES ON THE CITY OF RICHMOND. 


'assengers on an Ocean Steam- 


er in Great Danger. 


lie Vessel Assisted by the Cunard Une 
Steamer Servin—Work of the 
Rich- 


mond's Crew to Sulxlnc the Fire—A 
Hrlsk Gale Itlon ing Throughout the 
Period of Alarm—Scenes oil the Deck ol 
the Imperiled Vessel. 
QUEENSTOWN, June 
15 —The Cunard 


ine steamer Servia, Cnpt Button, which 
eft New York Jnne 6, arrived here Sun- 
.ay. 
The captain reports that at mid- 


iglit of Thursday last he sighted the In- 


man line steamer City of 
Richmond, 


iapt. Bedford, from New York June 3, 
bound for this port and Liverpool. The 
atter vessel was flying signals of di«.tre=« 
ind the Servia bore down to her fc. offer 
assistance. The captain of the City of 
{ichmond reported that his cargo w as on 
fire and the Servia stood by and steamed 
lowly by the side of the City of Richmond 
until Brow Head was reached. It is be- 
loved the fire was completely subdued be 
ore the City of Richmond reached Queens- 
own. The \ essel proceeded for Liverpool 
and appeared to be all right 
On Tuesday 


at midnight a lady cabin passenger upon 
getting out of her birth noticed that the 
loorof the stateroom via s \ery hot She 
ound her stateroom filled with smoke 
and at once aroused the occupants of tne 
adjoining staterooms 


Passengers Rn<;h on Declc. 


In less than three minutes all the pas- 
engers, including those in the steerage, 
were on deck. 
Most of them hurriedly 


eft their births and rushed on deck at- 
.ired in little but their sleeping garments 
Strenuous efforts were instantly made by 
-he crew to reach the fire. Upon opening 
.he hatchway adjoining the spot from 
which smoke was issuing it was ascertam- 
(1 that a portion of the cotton, of which 
he vessel can led 2,000 bales, was on fire, 
jarge volumes of water were ponred dow n 
upon the burning mass, but with snwll 
effect. Until the steam fire annilnlator 
were used no diminution of the fire was 


i«iUle. While the captain and engineers 


were trying to get the flic under control 
another scane presented itself on deok 
under the eyes of the anxious but well- 
shaved crow d of passengers. 
Here pro 


visions of all sorts were being carried by 


ie stewards to the ship's boats, in the 


view of the possible necessity of abandon- 
ng the vessel. In this work many of the 
male passengers assisted. Throughout the 
icriodof alarm a gale was blowing and 
,he ship rolled heavily. 
During the daik 


lours of suspense the mass of passengeis 
•ere perfectly calm, most of them making 


preparations to leave the ship. 


The Sen Was Very H ea* y. 


Until daylight Wednesday the extent of 


the fire was not known, so dense was the 
smoke enveloping tho decks. 
The sea, 


, became s>o heavy that it would have 


)een almost impossible for the pa^sengeis 
and crew to put off in the boats if such a 
course had been deemed necessary. Soon 
after dajlight, however, the captain 
able to assure yjppeopleth.it there was 
no immediate djtnger 
But although the 


ire had been checked it remained smol- 
dering iu tho ina'-s of cotton and might 
LiFcak into flames at any moment. It was 
.mpossible to diico\er tho extent of the 
fire, owing to the fact that e%ery aperture 
n the \ icmitj of the hold hnd to be closed 
u order to prevent the flames being fanned 
>y the gale The stew ards continued their 
preparations to abandon the ship and had 
2,000 pounds of beef cooked for the boats. 
Other stores were also m*de ready and 
mo\ ed away from the vicinity of the fire. 


A Sail In the Distance. 


Hopes of relief came at b o'clock in the 


morning, when a sail was sighted ahead. 
Signals of distress were hoisted and rock- 
ets fired, but for two hours no response 
was elicited. Then tlie steamer ahead wa 


:n to slow up and go at half, speed, e\ 1- 


deiitly with the intention of waiting for 
the City of Richmond. This \essel was 
:he Counsellor, and after an interchange 
of signals she agreed to remain alongside 
the distressed steamer. A sad incident oc- 
curred at the moment the Counsellor came 
alongside the City of Richmond, the cap- 
lain of the former steamer suddenly fall- 
ing dead on the deck of his vessel. The 
chief officer of the Counsellor upon the 
death of his superior officer took command 
of the ship and contidued to communicate 
with tho City of Richmond. Throughout 
Wednesday the crew of the latter vcssil 
continued to pour water and steam upon 
the burning cotton. In the evening an 
attempt was made to reach the hold for 
the purpose of discovering, if possible, the 
extent of the fire. Four smoldering bales 
were taken out of the hold, when it was 
found iinpeiativaju shut up everything m 
Older to exclude the air. 


Arrlial of the Servia. 


All of Thursday the situation continued 


much the same. 
There were occasional 


outbursts of dense smoke from the hold, 
bat no flames were visible. There was a 
heavy sea running all day. During the 
North fierman Dloyd steamer Allerpassed 
ami exchange d signals. Tow .ml midnight 
the Servia bore down tow ard the two ves- 
sels and agreed to stay by the City of Rich- 
mond 
The latter and the Servia then 


went ahead at full speed, leaving the Coun- 
sellor astern. On Friday the fire in the 
otton appeared to shift from time to 
time to different parts of the hold, but 
seemed to be lessening in intensity. In 
the afternoon of that day the Inman line 
steamer City of Paris was sighted and 
shortly afterward she bore down toward 
the Richmond and Servia. When near the 
latter vessels the captain of the City of 
Paris put off in a boat and boarded the 
Ser\ia, where he joined by the captain of 
the City of Richmond, It was agreed that 
the. City of Paris should proceed on her 
w ay to New York and that the servia 
should remain in company with the City 
of Richmond. On Saturday no smoke was 
visible and it was supposed the fire was 
out. A number of cabin passengers were 
forced to abandon their cabins in conse- 
quence of the fire and had cot changed 
their clothes for four days. Many were 
compelled to get what sleep they could re- 
clining in steamer chairs. The origin of 
the fire is supposed to have been spontan 
eoufi combustion. 


Women Praying and Crjlng. 


Tbc scene on deck after the discovery of 


the fire was remarkable, many groups of 
women praying fervently and crying. A 
passenger says: "It was a fearful night, 
the wind screeching through the rigging, 
and the seas washing over the decks. 
There was little hope ot safety in case it 
should become necessary to take to the 
boats. The suspense was terrible, bat all 
bore np spesididly owing to the encourag- 
ing words ol the captain andoffioers. The 


Intermediate and steerage passengers wero 
comfortably installed in the saloon away 
from the smoke and fumes coining from 
the burning cotton. There were 140 bar- 
rels of oil stowed close to the burning cot- 
ton. Luckify the flames did not communi 
cate to the oil. It is generally believed 
that the cotton had been smoldering since 
the steamer left New York. 
Furthei 


alarm was aiusud among the City of Rich 
mond's passengers by a rumor that the 
death of the captain of the steamer Coun 
sellor was caused by yellow fever.

HIS REPLY TO JONES' TESTIMONY. 


iiplaliUng the Visit to tho Hunk in Fcl-- 
ruary — Condition of tho 
Ooiicrm ns 


Represented to the Comptroller by Of- 
ficial Letters from Drew — John V ana- 
maker's Connection wltli the Matter a 
Very Slight One — Delay in Closing the 
Hunk and Why Action of That Kind 
Was Finally Taken. 
WASHINSTOS CITY, June 15.— When 
omptroller Lacey was shown the testi- 


mony of Assistant Bank Examiner Jones, 
of Philadelphia, in which charges of ne- 
glect of duty in relation to the Keystone 
>ank were practically made, he carefully 
read the same and then said that he was a 
member of the assay commission which 
met in Philadelphia on the 12th of Febru- 
ary. He took advantage of this visit to 
meet the directors of the Keystone bank 
and to Impress upon them the necessity of 
ceeplng theJr reserves stronger andpnt- 
ing the bank in a more satisfactory con- 
dition. 
He made no examination, but 


uch matters In relation to the accounts as 
ere brought to his attention were all 
mbodiod in 
Bonk Examiner 
Drew's 


statement of the 10th of February, which 


iscloscd an impairment ol capital, but 
not Insolvency. The Lucas defalcation of 
000,000 was of course known to him be- 
jiuse it had been stated in Bank Exam- 
ner Drew's report of Jan. 24, but the 
same report ttated that the Lucae estate 
iad conveyed to the bank the banking 
ou.se and aenshore property, which was 
estimated to be worth more than the 
amount of the defalcation. 


Stateuvent Bent to Mayor Stuart. 


As a further contribution to the litera- 
ure of this bii.uk failure the statement pre- 
pared by Comptroller Lacey and sent to 
ilajor Stuart, of Philadelphia, is given 
below. Its purpose is to vindicate the 
comptroller In regard to his action In oon- 


ectUwi with the failure, it having been 
hat ged that he was so careless Inlilsof.- 
Icial action as to amount almost, If not 
utte, to crtmmaltty. The statement in- 


cludes a letter of Bonk Examiner Drew, 
jf Jon. 24, not Ify mg him of the 1000,000 do- 
alcation of Lucas, the late president of 
he bank. In this letter- Drew explains 
how by adroit manipulation of the ac- 
count.'; of the bank Lucaa, with the assis- 
,anee of Marsh-, the former cashier of the 
uiuk, abstracted large sums of money 
rom the bank to use in speculations in 
real estate. Marsh, he reported, was ig- 
Qorantly led Into the transactions, aud 
>romi«ed Lucas, when tne latter was on 
lls ileath bed, to continue the deception 
under- representations that the money ab- 
stracted would soon be returned to the 
jank fiom the result of Lucas' enterprises. 


Wanted tbe flatter Kept Qntel. 


Drew alHO reported that there was no 


•vidence that Marsh had profited by these 
regularities He closed by hoping that 
no publicity be {riven to the affair until 
the bank should be rehabilitated or efforts 
to that end were found futile. 
Accom- 


panying this letter vwifc a preliminary 
statement of the bank's condition which 
eft the capital stock of half a million in- 
act and ,1 utt surplus of KB,819. 
Later, 


on January 27th, Drew, In fm interview 
with the comptroller at Washington City, 
stated that In his judgment and In the 
opinion of the clearing house committee, 
he property conveyed to the bank by the 
jucjw estate uns equal hi value to the in- 
debtedness which had been concealed, and 
that In any event the creditors of the bank 
rere entirely safe, also, that to eever 
Marsh's connection with tho bank would 
excite suspicion, and that 
Marsh was 


horoughly repentant and w as actuated by 
vu earnest desire to do all In his povv er to 
isslst tlie bank In recovering any sums 


hicli hail been Improperly token from it. 


Why Action Waa Delayed. 


Lacpy says he did not close the bank 


then for the reason that he had no lawful 
authority to (Jo so upon the facts sub- 
mitted, and for the further reason that he 
was advlssd by Bank Examiner Drew 
that the capital ol the bank \Vos unim- 
paired; that the creditors were therefore 
iully protected and that prompt efforts 
«ould be made to replenish the cash by 
deposits of tAM.OOO to be made by the lead- 
ing director-* and stockholders, which 
should pl.»ce it m funds until its own as- 
sets become available. Further and later 
reports from Bank Examiner Drew con- 
vinced the comptroller that the board of 
directors vvnrc slow in putling matters in 
a satisfactory condition, BO on March T he 
levied an assessment of 8250,000 upon the 
shareholder on the promise from a com- 
mittee of directors of the bonk that the 
assessment would be paid within a week. 
On March H Mr. Drew complained of 
little active support from the directors in 
;he effort to rehabilitate the bank. 


APPOINTMENT OF A RECEIVER. 


Eteaaons for the Delay In That Matter — 


Wanamaker Indicated. 


This reached the comptroller on the 


16th and three days later be closed the 
bank. The bank then remained in charge 
of the examiner fifty-one days. In an- 
swer to criticism for delay In appointing a 
receiver, Mr. Locey says It was not made 
immediately because It was the duty of the 
comptroller to facilitate a resumption of 
business by tho bank. It was important, 
considering all the business and munici- 
pal ramifications which the failure in- 
volved, that plenty of time be given for 
developments in order to avoid the ap- 
pointment of some Improper and inter 
rated person. No person, he aays," can 
show that any creditor, debtor, or stock 
holder has been damaged" to the extent o: 
$1 by reason of the delay. 


Aa to the Fostmaater General. 


The comptroller states that Postmaster 


General Wanamoltei never directly or In

irectly suggested ot solicited »ny delay in 
the closing of the bank, nor in the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, except os'appears "bi 
}4e telegram hereinafter quoted. 
"In 


iLct, I have met him but once during thi 
present year, and that meeting was on th 
21st day of March at the suggestion and in 
the presence of Hon. A. B. Nettleton, then 
acting secretary of the treasury. This in 
terview was the day otter the Keystone 
.bank was closed, and the failure was fully 
discussed. He substantially confirmed the 
information I had received from Mr 
Marsh, and said that he held as a pledge 
certificates representing about 2,500 share* 
of Block in foe Keystone bank, aud that he 


had declined to surrender them unless the 
Lucas estate would pay him the amount 
his due. 


Would Hare Kothliitr To Do with It. 
"I urged him to use his influence in aid 


of the efforts being made to reopen the 
bank. 
He promised to look into the 


matter the same night on his return to 
Philadelphia, and I telegraphed Mr. Drew 
to call upon him with a statement of the | 
assets and liabilities of the bank, and to 
facilitate in every way possible his taking 
an active interest in the schemes for reor- 
ganization. I failed, however, in my at 
tempt to enlist him in the enterprise, and 
so ended all communication between us on 
any subject connected with the bank af- 
fairs, excepting tbe receipt of the follow- 
ing telegrams, dated April 2, 1891; 


Ask for Twcntj-four Hours. 


" 'Mr. Marsh, of the Keystone bank, 
ame down last night to say that it was 
eported you intend to appoint a receiver 
f the Keystone bank unless something 
ore definite was done to-day. I believe 
othing would suffer from giving them 
wenty-four hours longer, at the end of 
which they may put on paper something 


lore definite to be presented to yon. From 
•hat he says they are getting along pretty 
•ell in securing subscriptions to the new 
tock 
I would recommend appointment 


f a receiver be deferred, say one day, 
until he has an opportunity to state some- 
hing more definite. 


JOHN WAN-AM A.KER.' 


Reflection on Examiner Drew. 


"In concluding the statement," Mr. 
jacey says, "I deem it my duty to say 
hat, in my opinion, the several reports 
made by the bank examiner did not rc- 
ioct the true condition of the bank under 
onsideration. 
The degree of blame, if 


ny, which properly attaches to Mr. Drew 
s yet to be ascertained. He is entitled by 
easou of his long and hitherto acceptable 
service to an impartial investigation and 


fair hearing. He has recently been so 
tolly employed, by reason of the failure of 
he Keystone and Spring Garden National 
rnuks. that It has yet been impracticable 
o give the matter the consideration its 
mportance demands. In the meantime, 
low-ever, he has been directed to suspend 
xamiuation until the facts aro submitted 
and a conclusion reached." 


LACEYS GREAT RESPONSIBILITY. 


A Look nt tho Duties of the Comptroller 


of the Currency. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 15.—Tho fail- 


ure of the Keystone bank has directed 
special attention to the great responsi- 
bility that is vested iu the comytroller of 
he currency. From his office In the treas- 
ury department the comptroller has to keep 
eyes on fi.G.'i.'i banks with capital stock 
ranging from $M,')00 to $5,000,000 and ag- 
gregating more than a billion dollars. 
2ach of these banks must report its con- 
dition to the department five times a year 
and the comptroller may call upon them at 
my moment without warning for a state- 
ment of their condition on a certain day. 
<Ul these reports have to be carefully ex- 
amined and compaied with former reports 
and other statements published by the 
)imk. 


Each Director Notified. 


If an}thing irregular or in the least sus- 
riclous is discovered, the directors of the 
tank are notiiied and requested to correct 
or explain, as the case may require. It is 
:he custom to notify each of the directors 
n a separate letter, that there may be no 
concealment on the part of any of them. 
Je-sidcs this, there is the control of the 
»rps of examineis, the supervision of the 
solvent banks in many other particulars, 
and 
the 
settlement 
of tho accounts 


of 
the 
insolvent, 
tho 
redemption 


of old notes, aud the chartering of new 
and closing of old banks retiring from 
business, to all of which the comptroller 
must give his attention. 


Diflcreiit Division!) and Their Duties. 
To assist him in this ho has a force of 


ibout thirty examiners and ninety-two 
otheremploj es.Through this office the bank 
gets its character to exist. The division 
i>f issue sees to its currency; the redemp- 
ion division sees that tho old notes ore 
iroperly chew ed up into material for pulp 
ornaments 
which tourists fancy; the 


div ision of reports keeps its weather eye 
on the banks during their varied existence, 
and (In,ill}, if they are not well managed. 
t becomes the duty of the insolvent 
division to close them up and try to 
satisfy the creditors. The insolvent di- 
vision ha.s had its handsfull lately between 
examinations, liquidations and explana- 
tions. Not Popular, but Very Useful. 


It is not a popular branch of this finan- 


cial hi stem. It was not provided for in 
the general plan approved by congress, 
but with the approval of the powers, born 
of necessity, it came Into existence and 
plays a very important part in the system 
of bank supervision. The bank examin-
